It was moved and seconded (Ryan/Raudsepp) to accept the Steering Committee's 
nominations for Senate positions. Vote: CARRIED 


It was moved and seconded (Shulman/Doyle) to close nominations. Vote: CARRIED

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It was moved and seconded (Trudel/Macaluso) to accept Steering Committee's 
nominations. Vote: CARRIED

Prof. Kalman asked that his name be withdrawn in favour of Prof. Misra's name. 
It was so agreed.

It was moved and seconded (Raudsepp/Lighstone) to accept Steering Committee's 
recommendation that Prof. R. Martin be re-appointed to the Graduate Awards 
Committee. Vote: CARRIED 


It was moved and seconded (Trudel/Ross) to close nominations. Vote: CARRIED 


Prof. Martin was reappointed to the Graduate Awards Committee for a full 
tern. 
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j) Advisory Search Committees for _a Vice-Rector (Academic) and Deans 


It was moved and seconded (Moralejo/Ryan) to accept the nominations pre- 
sented by Steering (ASFC 81-9-D3) 


Prof. Lightstone nominated Prof. Smucker under Division II. 


Prof. Cohen reported that it had been suggested to him as Chairman elect, 
that two or three months prior to an election meeting, not only Council 
members but departments should be notified of positions to be filled so 
that at the time of the meetings at which elections take place, there 
could be nominations not only from Steering Committee, but from others 
as well. 
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Special Task Force on Curriculum - Amended Version - ASFC_81-9-D2-(7th session) 


In introducing the topic Dean Taddeo said that in accordance with the state- 
ment he had made last week, it was, his understanding that todays discussion 
was to be addressed to the document as a whole, and the time had come for 
Councillors to decide whether or not they were in favour of the document as 
presented in its amended form; and he expected the discussion to take place 
on that "question de fond". 


It was moved and seconded (Ryan/Moralejo) to approve the Final Version of the 
Special Task Force on Curriculum (ASFC 81-10-D2) 


Prof. Kalman noted that a motion had been passed at the last meeting to the 
effect "that Curriculum Committee should be as flexible as possible in apply- 
ing all regulations approved" and asked that it be inserted as Recommendation 


4.7. 


It was pointed out that the statement appeared in tHe last paragraph of 
Recommendation 4.4. 


After further discussion on the intent of the motion; Prof. Shames asked to 
have it appear as a separate recommendation and suggested it be numbered 4.7. 
It was so agreed. : 


Prof. Trudel moved to amend the statement in Recommendation 3.2 (1) from 

"no more that 24 credits" to "a minimum of 18 credits". It was pointed out 
that his wish would run contrary to the motion passed the last time. Dean 
Taddeo would not receive Prof. Trudel's motion and invited him to call his 
decision. He did. Dean Taddeo called for a show of hands of those in favour 
of the decision of the Chair. (19/2). 


Prof. Langford asked for a clarification of Recommendation 3.2 saying that at 
the meeting he had been assured that anciliary courses required in the Major, 
Specialization, or Honours would be acceptable in the category of "24 credits 
outside the discipline or department", but that the statement didn't seem 

to indicate that. 


Dean Chaikelson replied that the statement in the document was not the motion 
as it had been passed at the last meeting and she read her motion which was 
"In order to receive the degree a student must complete a minimum of 24 credits 
outside the discipline or department”. 


Prof. Lightstone suggested that the first sentenance of Recommendation 3.3 
(page 9) be written in better English. 


A vote was taken on those in favour of calling the. question and was CARRIED 
(18/6/1) 


The question was called on approving the Final version of the Report of the 
Task Force on Curriculum as amended and was CARRIED (18/6/1) 


Prof. Hamalian moved a motion of thanks to Dean Cohen and the Committee members 
for having worked on the document,and especially to Dean Cohen for having put 
up with the many changes. The motion was seconded by Prof. Lighstone and 
adopted unanimously.
